Why No Negroes? 

Another problem of concern to 
“ethical medical: men throughout 
the commuity,” states Schneider, 
“isthat of our Negro population. 
“ae have about 100,000 Negroes in 
this-county. This is a consider- 
able percentage of our population. 
These people are citizens just as 
you-and I, and have certain rights 
as citizens. 

“We allow, them Membership in 
our society; accept their dues, but 
ceny them representation on our 

wgtaffs of»city atid county institu- 
tions, All they ask isto be treat- 
ed like any other doetor. Let's 
face this issue and ‘try to find 
an answer? 

In conclusion, Schneider states | 
that although the Society has “not 
adopted a policy of support” tow- 
ard the Essex College of Medi- 


cine and Surgery, “let's not be de- 
trimental to their efforts. We 
know they have a tremendous 


problem, on their hands, and we 
should not discourage teachers, 
students or donors who want to, 
participate in that school.”

or whether he went to a cathedral or a synagogue. The German 
bullet is a very’ tolerant instrument, and we learned something from 
it, But ‘home’ didn’t have this advantage of a lesson from the 
German bullet, and so letters-to-the-editor columns reeked with 
venom from the pens of those patriots’ who take sadistic delight in 
torturing Americans whose ancestors came from Japan instead of

Fuld Court Nursery Babies 
Get Real Home Training 


NEWARK —Something like a 
revolution has occurred in the vi- 
cinity of the Fuld Court housing 
project. People in the neighbor- 
hood want-to know what happen- 
ed to bring it about. 


It started with thé opening of 
the Fuldi Court, Day Nursery at 
133 Rose street last Friday, The 
next morning the first war-work- 
ing mother who appeared to leave 
her child for the day demanded to 
see Miss Jean McLure, head tea- 
cher. 


“What did you do to my Jen- 
nie?”, she asked with a smile, “Do 
you know that I have tried and 
tried to teach her to come to the 
table with.clean hands and al- 
ways had to use physical force 
to make her? Yet last night when 
I took her home from the nursery 
she insisted upon washing her own 
hands before I had a chance to 
tell her to’ do so.” 

The next woman in line was 
pleased because her child insisted 
on a napkin at meal time. A third 
said her Johnny refused to start 
a meal until grace is said. And 
so it went; each mother noting a 
change for the better to. the be- 
havior of their youngsters, 4 

Miss McLure explained that it 
was all a part of the ystem at the 
nursery. She and ‘her two aides, 
Mrs. Blanche Weber and Miss 
aKthryn Williams are experienced 
in child dev. elopment training and 
kindergarten ‘work and sttess this 
phase of the program in’ addition 
to the recreational and health 
features, 

This newest day nursery is fi- 
nanced by Lanham Act Funds and 
is administered jointly by. the 
Newark Board, of. Education and 
the, Welfare Federation of Newark 
for the benefit of war working 
mothers living. in Felix Fuld 
Housing project and those living 
in the neighborhood. 

Fully staffed and equipped, it 
has. a capacity of thirty .and of- 
fers a variety. of acitivities for 
each child, two to four years old. 
It is open every day, except Sun- 
day, from 7 to 6. 

Breakfast is served as soon as 
the children arrive, In mid- 
morning they are given fruit juice 
and crackers and at noon they sit 
down to a hot lunch, varying ac- 
cording to the ages of the child- 
ren. After a rest përiod in the 
afternoon they are given what 
they call a snack. 

The six rooms are decorated in 
nursery style. Safety games and 
toys are provided, including an 


|indoor slide, saw horses, wagon, 


doll _house _ furniture, building 
blocks, stringing cubes, puzzles, 
erayons.and paints. As soon as

The furniture and toys are suit- 
ed to the times and the children, 
who are divided in the playrooms 
according to ages. They are 
taught to take care of themselves 
and of the furniture and’ toys. 
This is true as well of the wash 
room facilities. To this end use 
is made of colored markers and 
colored pictures of animals, en- 
abling each „child to identify the 
towels they” use as well as the 
toys they have been playing with. 

In one room there are cots 
where the youngsters take their 
afternoon nap. There are similar 
cots-.in...another room’ for emer- 
gency purposes. 

Miss McLure and her associates 
are enthused over their work: 
“These youngsters. 
happy hours here, “Miss MoLure 
said. “We are happy~to be of 
service, particualry becuase we 
feel contributing to the war ef- 
fort.” 

“We feel that the trining the 
ceshildren receive here carries over 
into their homes,...Jn-learning tö 
do :bydoifig the children develop’ 
self-reliance and good habits, The 
children are happy, their parents 
more so, and of course, we are 
delighted with the results.”
